ately following harvest. The prevailing opinion’in the minds. of most peo- 
ple has undoubtedly been that those farmers who, from fotce of circum- 
stances, were compelled to rush their-wheat to market -were the losers 
thereby, while the man who could afford to hold it and watch the market 
etood to gain , 

Practical and experienced farmers have become not only critical but 

- rather resentful of writers in newspapers who éssay the) task of advising 
them what to do and what not to do. Arm chair farmers, like arm chair 
military strategists, are not popular, nor dv they carry much weight, and 
possibly rightly so when they attempt to deal with practical farming prob- 
lems,

of marketing, the fluctuations of prices, and the harvest seasons around the 
world, are well qualified to speak in reply to the question ‘at the head of 
this article.

When the natives come in to trade 
their furs it.is the usual custom to 
purchase flour, beans ‘and other dee 
lleacies of ‘the white man. This be-) 
ing accomplished, they make camp 


-and remain at the post until all the 


strange edibles are consumed, after 
which they once’ more take to the! 
hunting trails, and the fish and meat} 
diet. 

The climate, on the whole is. mild- 
er than that of the Edmonton district, 
due to the fact that the Forks is in 
the Chinook belt. The deepest snow |
